Thank you for your letter of October 14, 2003 to Chairman Donaldson on behalf of
Mr. Ramkrishna S. Tare. Mr. Tare writes of his concern that FleetBoston Financial
Corporation, through its predecessor, Summit Bank and Summit Financial Services
Corporation, has violated anti-tying provisions and other laws and regulations and has
destroyed loan documents and brokerage records.

The Commission takes seriously allegations that any regulated entities have
engaged in document destruction. Please be assured that Mr. Tare’s concerns will be given
careful consideration in view of the Commission’s enforcement responsibilities under the
federal securities laws. As you know, however, it is the Commission’s policy to conduct its
inquiries on a confidential basis, in order to preserve the integrity of the investigative
process and protect the privacy of individuals and entities whose activities are under
investigation. As a general matter, the Commission does not confirm or deny the existence
of an investigation unless and until it becomes a matter of public record in proceedings
brought before the Commission or in the courts. Accordingly, we have no additional
comment or information to provide concerning this matter.
